The two new concoctions were sent to 
the Pure Food D epartm ent when an 
expose was made of an 
article 
that 
was being offered as a substitute for 
egg which professed to be part 
egg, 
hut which was analyzed and found to 
contain no egg and poisonous dyestuff 
to g've it color. 
The 
two 
new 
preparations were 
also analyzed and found 
to 
contain 
corn starch ami anatine dye, and 
the 
decree has gone forth th a t their sales 
must U* stopped at once. The chemists 
report that both are fakes and rank 
frauds and th at 
an 
ounce 
of 
corn 
starch is represented to contain 
the 
nutrim ent of a dozen eggs. The 
un­ 
suspecting are purchasing 
the 
stuff 
all over the state, and. unless the sale 
is stopped afte r due warning, a num ­ 
ber of a rre sts will l*e made.
